Yale  Acquires 
More  Pajyers 
Of  Boswell 

NEW  HAVEN.  Conn.,  Sept.  30 
4F).— Yale  University  announced  to- 
night that,  for  the  second  time  In 
a little  more  than  a year.  It  haa  ac- 
quired newly-discovered  manu- 
scripts of  James  Boswell,  renowned 
biographer  of  Samuel  Johnson. 

The  manuscfipta  lui»-J  ~up  in 
Malahlde  Castle  near  Dublin.  Ire- 
land. where  the  Boswell  eoUecUon 
obtained  by  Yale  in  July.  1949.  also 
was  found. 

That  was  described  then  as  the 
greatest  known  ooUectloo  of  Eng- 
lish literary  manuscripts  of  the 
18th  century. 

Yale  Librarian  James  T.  Babb  to- 
night called  the  manuscripts  "a 
unique  literary  and  hlstorkal  re- 
source of  the  hlghMt  sIgrUficance 
for  scholarly  research."  • ^ 

Yale  aald  the  moat  Important 
Item  In  the  new  collection  was  more 
than  IJXK)  pages  of  the  msnuscrlpt 
of  Bosrell'a  "Life  of  Johnson." 

Also  given  special  mention  was 
a kmg,  conAdentlal  autoblogrsphl- 
c*l  sketch  written  by  Boswell  lo  1764 
to  be  sent  to  Rousseau.  Only  a 
fragment  of  this  sketch  had  been 
known  heretofore.

Korea  la  Still  the  Test  of  Intentions 


The  world  will  watch  to  see  if  the  Com; 

munlst  armies  Invading  South  Korea 
« are  bolstered  up  surreptitiously  from 
outside  sources,  In  reply  to  the  counter* 
attack  by  United  Kalians  forces.  It  Is  there 
that  the  test  of  the  Intention  will  arise.  It 
Is  one  thing  for  Russia  to  "talk**  peace  at 
Lake  Success,  and  another  to  encourage 
puppet  regimes  In  open  and  active  aggres 
Sion  against  the  real  peace  of  the  world. 
Arms  and  munitions  In  North  Korean 
hands  came  from  a definite  source.  They 
are  expendable  In  the  wastage  of  battle. 
If.  North  Korea  uncovers  a continuing  base 
of  supply  the  world  will  not  have  far  to  seek 
to  find  its  source.  The  next  few  weeks  should 
show  whether  the  Kremlin  wants  the 
Korean  fighting  ended,  or  seeks  to  keep  It 
alive. 

Apai't  from  that,  the  creatioif  of  the  first 
United  Nations  force  In  the  field  is  a marked 
step  In  advance  of  any  taken  by  the  defunct 


League  of  Nations.  That  force  is  in  action 
now  in  support  of  a United  Nations'  order 
to  the  Invading  North  Koreans  to  cease 
fire  and  return  to  the  3Sth  Parallel.  Only 
the  wishful  believe  tliat  this  affMr  could 
have  been  settled  by  an  exchange  of  notes, 
or  that  aggression  can  be  stopped  by 
palaver.  So  the  international  force  came 
Into  being  In  response  to  an  active  need.  It 
Is  an  extension  of  the  same  thought  that  an 
international  police  force  will  likely  be 
necessary  for  a good  long  while  to  come. 
The  more  broadly  based  its  composition  is 
the  better  for  all  concerned.  Also,  it  is  time 
to  think  of  such  a force  in  terms  of  police 
doing  police  work,  on  an  International 
plane. 

If  the  United  Nations,  which  has  set  this 
precedent,  can  make  It  stick,  something 
new  and  [lerhaps  vital  to  the  success  of  that 
organization  will  have  come  Into  being  in  a 
fevered  world.

By  simply 
adding  the  names  of  infants  unconscious  of 
what  the  proposition  Is  all  about,  any  figure 
that  is  dcMred  can  be  reached.  Comment  as 
to  the  accuracy  of  the  alleged  273.470.566 
total  is  therefore  unnwessary.

North  America.  wlUch  pndes  itself 
(sometimes  quite  Inaccurately)^  on 
being  the  first  to  devise  ways  to  speed 
up  communications  and  make  tilings  gen- 
erally more  convenient  for  everyone,  has 
been  peculiarly  slow  to  recognize  the  ad- 
vantages of  outdoor  telephone  booths.  The 
British  Isles,  most  of  Europe,  and  all  other 
countries  of  the  Commonwealth  have  had 
them  ever  since  the  telephone  ceased  to  be 
a novelty  and  took  its  place  as  a public 
utility;  but  in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
the  time-wasting  hunt  for  a pay-phone  in 
drug  store,  hotel  lobby,  department  store  or 
public  building  goes  on. 

Now.  half  a century  late,  the  advantages 
of  the  street  booth  are  being  recog^iized  in 
Ontario  and  Quebec,  where  nearly  3,000 
have  been  Installed.  The  people  there  have 
the  wartime  and  postwar  shortage  of  tele- 
phone equipment  to  thank  for  an  Innova- 


tion whoBC  usefiilrie.ss  lias  been  demon 
strated  beyond  question.  Toronto  and 
Montreal  already  have  hundred.s  of  them 
on  the  streets,  and  their  popularity  is  such 
that  the  number  Is  steadily  being  increased 
In  both  cities. 

It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  this  idea  will  spread 
westward.  There  is  no  shortage  of  pay- 
phones in  British  Columbia  cities,  but  the 
trouble,  especially  for  strangers,  often  is  to 
And  them.  Then  the  discomfort  begins. 
The  type  of  indoor  booth  in  common  use 
here  is  small  and  virtually  airless,  and  the 
person  in  Winter  street  clothes  w’ho  spends 
a few  minutes  in  one  emerges  in  almost 
fainting  condition.  The  chief  advantage  of 
the  outdoor  booth,  however.  Is  that  It  is 
available  24  hours  a day.  Under  the  present 
arrangement  annoying  and  sometimes 
serious  delays  are  rau^  late  at  night, 
when  nearly  every  store  or  building  with 
a public  telephone  is  closed.

REAL  TROFERTT  TAXES 

Bir.— Might  I be  permitted  to  comment  on  the 
▼lew  expressed  In  an  edltorlBl  wtjlch  appeared 
in  The  Colonist  a few  days  ago.  deaUng  with  the 
•uBKMted  need  for  consideration  of  municipal 
affairs  and  finances  at  the  Federal-Provincial 
Conference  In  Ottawa  In  October  next,  a synopsis 
of  which  X presented  to  City  CounelL 

In  one  of  the  doalng  paragraphs  of  ths  tyn- 
optls  of  this  brief  it  states: 

“The  Province  of  British  Columbia  has  already 
recognised  the  inequity  of  Uie  existing  system  to 
B much  greater  extent  than  any  other  province 
of  Canada  by  granting  financial  relief  to  munlel- 
palltlej  (or  education  and  welfare  expenditures, 
by  the  Imposition  of  a sales  tax.  But  this,  while 
helpful,  Is  not  the  solution  to  the  problem." 

The  excessive  burden  on  municipal  councils  Is 
caused  by  personal  services  In  the  education, 
health  and  welfare  fields.  These  are  Initialed 
by  senior  governmenU,  either  Federal  or  Pro- 
vfneial,  and  are  correspondingly  Domlnlon-vrlde 
or  Province-wide  In  scope.  These  are  not  only' 
personal  servlcei,  but  some  features  of  them  are 
compulsory  or  obligatory.  Obviously  the  services 
provided  should  be  practically  uniform  through- 
out the  areas  In  which  they  are  provided,  a 
minimum  standard  In  all  caae.i  being  provided. 

In  ths  first  place.  It  Is  only  reasonable  that 
.Federal  or  Provincial  services  In  this  category 
should  be  mainly  financed  by  the  sponsoring 
OoremmenU  by  means  of  general  taxes  levied 
throufhout  their  Jurisdictions.  U there  Is  no 
local  BdmlnlstraUve  responsibility  at  all.  the 
senior  Oovernments  should  undertake  the  entire 
financial  respcmslblllty.  Where  there  Is  some  de- 
gree of  loeal  BdmlnUtrative  responslbUlty,  the 
responsible  local  area  ^ould  contribute  a small 
part  of  the  cost,  lufAclent  to  make  the  burden 
felt,  and  so  to  prevent  extrsvaganee  which  Is 
mentioned  In  the  editorial.' 

Thle  editorial  suggests  that  municipalities 
might  better  endeavor  lo  get  their  tax  bases' 
twoadeoed  rather  than  to  preu  for  these  gen- 
eral eendeet  to  be  financed  by  the  eenlor  Oov- 
emments.  As  munldpalltles  have  different  de- 
greee  of  financial  albUlty,  some  being  better  off 
than  otbera,  eoeh  a noasore  would  tend  to  pro-

Anybody  who  was  anybody  In  those 
halcyon  days  had  a mould  made  of 
his  head,  so  that  ordering  from  a dis- 
tance he  eould  be  sure  of  a perfect 
fit,  at  about  five  guineas  a bowler. 
The  paaser-by  customer  picked  up  his 
hat  flret  hand  at  a cost  around  one 
guinea,  while  thoe^  lower  down  tn  the 
social  scale  eould  secure  this  round 
adornment  at  four-tnd-elghtpenee. 

To  be  sartorially  eorrect,  of  course, 
the  bowler  called  for  an  appropriate 
ensemble,  formal  lounge  suit,  striped 
trousers,  gloves,  and  perhaps  a rolled 
silk  umbrella.  6o  that  when  a coster 
was  seen  pushing  a banana  cart, 
attired  in  a Jersey  but  erovmed  with 
a bowler,  he  was  not  competing  sar- 
torially vrith  the  crowd  It  wu 
simply,  as  the  Pacific  Club  member 
says,  “that  he  Jast  didn't  care  a 
damn."

He  was  a logical  lad.  however,  eo 
he  took  hU  problem  to  his*  hatter,  a 
Mr.  Bowler  of  Southwark.  The  latter 
very  Ingeniously  rose  to  the  occasion 
with  a low<rowned,  streamlined  ver- 
sIoA  of  the  Top  bat.  which,  In  honor 
of  the  customer  who  had  Inspired  It, 
be  christened  the  “Coke.”

Dulles  Takes  Stock

■yY/ASHlNOTON.  — John  FosUr 

vV  Dulles  has  warned  the  nation 
that  a far  greater  sense  of  urgency 
and  sharper  sacrifices  will  be  required 
If  the  threat  of  engulfment  by  world 
Communism  to  to  be  beaten  back. 

“I  don't  believe  many  people  are 
even  yet  fully  aroused  to  our  danger." 
said  Uie  special  assistant  to  Secretary 
of  State  Acheson,  on  the  eve  of  the 
United  Nations  General  Assembly, 
which  he  described  as  likely  to  be  one 
of  the  most  dectotve  International 
gatherings  in  the  history  of  mankind. 

."Today's  quesUon,"  he  added,  "is 
whether  It  is  within  the  capacity  of  a 
democracy  to  steam  Itself  up  and 
really  make  an  all-out  effort  short  of 
a Pearl  Harbor. 

"Our  whole  future  may  depend  on 
our  getting  behind  the  drive  to  build 
our  strength  with  the  same  sort  of 
desperate  urgency  we  had  after  the 
Japs  hit  In  mi." 

* * a 

Dulles,  a veteran  chess  player,  re- 
called that  tn  college  matches  where 
no  checkmate  was  obtained  after  a 
certain  number  of  hours,  an  expert 
Judge  tised  up  the  posllions  of  the 
rival  players  and  decided  who,  on 
strength  of  pooltlon,  was  the  winner. 

"If  an  expert  should  suddenly  come 
down  from  Mars  and  analirae  our  posi- 
tion and  our  potential  enemy's  today 
he  would  certainly  declare  Russia  the 
victor."  Dulles  commented. 

"The  safety  and  liberty  of  the 
American  nation  and  the  rest  of  the 
free  world  rest  on  our  reversing  that 
situation  without  delay.  We  need  the 
tremendous  drive  and  patrloUsm  that 


the  American  people  always  come  up 
wlLh  when  they  realize  their  country 
and  Lbelr  liberty  are  endangered.  8o 
far,  we  haven't  got  It." 

Dulles  said  the  Russians  may  bit 
with  "a  Pearl  Harbor"  eventually,  but 
their  clever  game  at  the  moment  Is 
to  keep  us  off  balance  and  wishfully 
hoping  everything  will  be  all  right,  so 
we  will  waste  these  precious  crucial 
months  now  while  they  iirengihen 
their  armaments  at  a much  faster 
pace. 

"The  country  naturally  has  been 
excited  about  Korea,"  Dulles  said,  "but 
the  deadly  complex  Is  growing  wliJeh 
tends  to  treat  It  as  • one-alarm  fire, 
figure  It  will  cost  too  much  to  make 
ourselves  strong  enough  to  meet  the 
real  threat,  and  miss  the  actual  sUua' 
Uon. 

"All  sorts  of  dangerously  deluded 
mall  is  coming  tn.  pacifist  mall.  Why 
not  let  Nehru  fix  up  some  sort  of  ap- 
peasement which  would  end  the  situa- 
tion In  Korea?  Why  spend  all  this  on 
arms  when  the  Russian  people  Just 
eould  not  want  war?  Many  well-in- 
tentioned people  are  Judging  the  men 
In  the  Kremlin  by  Ihelr  own  grx>d 
selves. 

“Russia  has  been  turning  out  tanks, 
planes  and  artillery  at  a terrific  rate. 
Now  that  we  are  slarllng.  they  are 
stepping  up  their  production.  Wliy? 

*There  to  no  adequate  answer  ex- 
cept that  they  are  getting  ready  to 
take  us  If  they  can.  The  only  way  we 
can  see  to  It  they  can’t  Is  to  make  our- 
selves strong  enough,  quickly  enough, 
and  that  Is  going  to  take  a greater 
drive,  and  greater  unity,  both  here 
and  In  free  Europe,  than  has  yet  been 
evident." 


Canada  Needs  Immigration

CANADA,  with  a sparse  population 
and  enormous  undeveloped  re- 
sources to  vulnerable  in  the  military 
sense.  But  It  to  even  more  vulnerable 
in  the  economic  sense— a considera- 
tion which  does  not  seem  to  have  oc- 
curred to  most  advocates  of  a vigor- 
ous Immigration  policy.  The  point  has 
been  developed  with  great  1 jcidlty  by 
W.  F.  Holden,  president  of  the  Cana- 
dian Manufacturers'  Association,  who 
In  a recent  address  said  that  although 
In  the  military  field  we  have  support 
from  friendly  nations.  In  the  eco- 
nomic field  we  face  their  competIUoo. 

Lacking  eonsumer  markets  at  home, 
wt  exchange  our  surpluses  for  manu- 
factured Imports  or  lend  other  coun- 
tries money  to  buy  them.  When  In 
spits  of  such  assUtance  to  overseas 
eustomers  our  export  markets  fade  as 
they  have  In  periods  when  they  were 
most  needed.  Canada's  lll-baianced 
economy  undergoes  a major  erlsU 
of  over-production,  unmarketable  sur- 
pluaee,  widespread  unemployment  and 
distress. 

Development  of  mass-produetlon 
techniques  In  Canada  Is  hampered  by 
the  lack  of  a mass  eonsumer  market 
within  the  Dominion’s  borders.  To 
maintain  and  extend  our  poaitlon  as 
a manufacturing  nation,  the  mainstay 
of  a major  domesUe  market  to  needed. 


In  every  pest  crisis  whether  economic 
or  mlUtary,  the  Dominion’s  effort  has 
been  restricted  by  lack  of  manpower. 
Today,  after  five  years  of  neglected 
immigration  opportunities,  we  face 
the  same  old  problem— too  few  people 
to  harness  the  available  resources,  too 
few  uxpeyers  to  foot  the  bills. 

The  Dominion  Government  since  the 
end  of  the  World  War  has  taken  the 
complacent  attitude  that  any  trickle 
of  Immigrants  Into  Canada  to  a net 
addition  to  the  rate  of  population 
growth.  This  fallacy  to  shared  by  most 
CanadUni.  despite  the  well-esUb- 
Itohed  fact  that  population  growth 
ratee  can  be  changed  by  Immigration 
only  If  the  volume  of  immigration  ex- 
ceeds a eertatn  ciitleal  rate. 

An  Immigration  policy  worthy  of 
the  name  would  have  brought  three 
times  as  many  people  to  Canada  dur- 
ing the  past  five  years  as  actuaUy  ar- 
rived. and  such  numbers  would  have 
had  a definite  effect  In  Increasing  the 
nation’s  rite  of  growth,  danada  needs 
a program  which  will  bring  In  at  least 
300.000  Immigrants  a yean  Unless  and 
until  the  Oovemment  'at  Ottawa 
adopU  a poUcy  which  will  produce 
such  a flow,  U can  hardly  be  said  to 
have  an  Immigration  policy  at  all  Mr. 
Holden  is  to  be  commended  for  hav- 
ing spoken  out  plainly  on  the  neglect- 
ed aspect  of  this  question.
